Whllo thls clock.a real old-fa.shioneri
&'eth Thomas. ls a falthful timeplece to
the people of New York, yet It is lo¬
cated on the factory of Colgato & Co.,
at Jersey Clty, N. J. In this lt has
the dlstlnctlon of serving the people
of two States. The tourlst from across
the ocean will flnd the hcur of his
return cleurly set before hlm as lie
pa.sea up tho North Hlver to hla land-
ing place. The small office boy of the
downtoWn section may peep out of the
wlndowa, across Into ancther Stato, to
learn when "qulttlng tlme" comes
ti round.
The dlal of thls glgantic clock will be

forty feet slx inches in dlamQter flnd
will bo mado of yellow pine boards six
inches wlde. spaced three inchea apnrt.
The mlnute hand measuros twenty feet
froin the end of the hub to tho tlp and
weighs, wlth the counter balance, 610
pounds. Tho hour hand ls flfteen feet
ln length and weighs 500 pounds with¬
out the counter balance. The numerals
cn the dlal are five feet high and thirty
inches wlde. The speed of tho hour
hand measures three feet ten Inches ln
width, whlle that of tho mlnute hand is
two feot eloven. inches. The point
of the mlnute hand trnvels every mln¬
ute twenty-thre. Inches, whlle ln a
week lt covers three and two-third
mlles..National Magazlrie.

That seed oysters aro so scarce thn*.

t does not pay the tonger.i to catch
hem or the planters to buv the n
i-'-ins nlso to bo In dispute. but I no-
lee Mr. Howle, representatlvn from
he Isle of Wlght. statofl that the
lateb Is excellent over hls way.
If that ls the rnse we planters from

litmpton Bar have failed tn diBCOVCr
t, and as this small section Is ln
leed of 200,0'>0 bushels nt once to re-
ilenlsh exhauated hedB. we wlsh ver.-
nuch Indeed some cno over Mr. Howle'a
ivny wouid furnlsh them. As the s't-
intlon stand* at present wlth us. wo
nnst buy seed ovsters outside of the
Jtate of Vlrginla nr go out of bttal-
tess.

erowlng two years). Thero aro it
thls tlmo between 400 and E00 men

naually employed here In the work of
liarvestlng and preparir. the oyster
:r.ip from the planted beds for market.
Thls year, however, they are out of
ivork. The planters and packers can't
*ell at a proflt, so thoy simply don't
ihlp. Many of our laborers, tralned
to know thelr buslness. aro leavlng f r
N'orthern oyster towns to get a wln-
ter's work. That thelr labor is need-
ftd ln these places stands for itself in
showing tho buslness belng dene by
other States. The loss of these men
Is very serious to us, as they are In
i way skllled Inhor and thelr watre?
.omlng at a tlme of the year when
Dther linen of work aro usunllv dull
ire far towarda maklnpf local pros¬
perlty.
How many penpie wouid he wlthout

winter's work here Is hard to tell. as
the.o have been unfortunately no very
actlve flcures kent of the Industryl
bul lf 400 or B00 aro out of employ¬
ment ln the town of Hampton thd
total number In thls section must
reach several thousand.
